They ore to a 
largo extaat avoidable evils, bred ol 
habit and tbQUgb^jiBaa imitation, and 
their very dealnibfe reduction is tlier,-- 
foro by no meana hopeless. Kvoii 
where a baala of dhieaaa underliea tho 
explosion, a little solf-coutrol could 
usually do something to iosson ita force 
or its frequency. 'Ilie same Is of course 
doubly true In the ca-e of the mendy 
lialiltiial cmij,'li -r. A variety of medic- 
inal aids ml>;bt nioreuv-er. be used in 
anpport of auob volaatary aflbrta. 
There ia, lastly, the option of refmtn- 
Ing from the use of tho voice in wor- 
sbip slioiild every other ineanit fall to 
assure that ruusouablo degree of qulel 
which is natural and deoenl in publii: 
wor.<liip. Ilomonstranoe on tbu |uirt 
of the olBclating clergymon ngords 
another possible remedy, and u 
pi-eaehcr inusl indee<t lie often tempted 
to n']>rove this form of diriturbanco us 
much in the interest of bbi huarers as 
himself. Uocasionally hia judicious 
Intorforonoo might bo useful. We can 
not doubt that It bos Innn time totinui 
Ijoeil ivsortt'd U>. Il must he remem- 
bered, however, tlmt nowhere aro tact 
and temper ao needfol aa in tbe pulpit, 
and that boworer oaay of uae thla cor- 
rective may appear, it would be un- 
wise to eatabliah any aet method of 
restraint in a caaa where so much de- 
pends on iwraoaal diaoration. A no- 
tiuo alSxed at each entrance-door 
would probably belter answer tho same 
purpose. In one respect, indeed, both 
clergymen and their lay ii.Hsistnnce aro 
open lo wnile deeree of hte.me in tlio 

iiiutt<A. Tlio arrangeinent<i for heal/- 
ing and TentHattoo ace daleotire ia ai- 
raoat every ohureh. By aeeklng out 
and amending any evident errors in 
tb^e respects tho onicl.al members ot 
n congregation would at leoat be doing 
what they oould U> abate the oonghing 
nulaanoe. — London Lanctt.
